MORE TROUBLE 

At Ft. GVbson TVhen th» CTherokee Pay 

ment la Resamed— The Wsahln^ton An* 

thorlties Have Reen Aaiked for Assist* 

ence. 

Washington, June 25. — Trouble has 
broken out afresh at Fort Gibson, In- 
dian territory, where the Cherokee 
freedinen payment has just been re- 
sumed, and the Washington author- 
ities have been appealed to for assist- 
ance in averting further disorders. 
News of the disturbance came official- 
ly in telegrams received Friday by 
Secretary Bliss, supplemented by sim- 
ilar advices received by the attorney 
general and the secretary of war. 

Gen. Frank C. Armstrong, of the 
Dawes commission, which was just 
leaving Fort Gibson, when the trouble 
occurred, joined with Indian Inspector 
McLaughlin, who is supervising the 
payment, in Tviring the following to 
Secretary Bliss: 

Considerable excitement exists 
among the Negroes on account of ar- 
rests made b^*^ the United States mar- 
shals. Negroes are armed and are 
threatening to attack the marshals. 
The troops here are able to cope with 
the situation and preserve peace. If 
the commander has not authority to 
patrol the town and to exercise control 
over the excited Negroes, trouble 
may occur. The presence and action 
of the military Friday evening 
alone prevented bloodshed. The pay- 
ment has progressed quietly but those 
disturbances are outside the lines and 
are between the Negroes and deputy 
marshals. Prompt and decided action 
is recommended with authority to re- 
move disorderly persons and disarm 
all except United States officials. Th« 
United States district attorney and 
United Stales marshal have wired the 
attorney general.

F. C. Armstkong-McLaughlin, In- 
spectors. 

Washington, June 25. — The request 
of the governor for the assistance of 
the federal troops was discussed at a 
conference at the white house Friday 
night. There were present besides 
the president. Secretary Alger, Attor- 
ney General McKenna and Gen. Breck, 
of the army. The conference lasted un- 
til after 11 o’clock. Secretary Alger 
stated there had been nothing further 
received from Key IVest bearing on 
the situation and in the absence of any 
information no action has yet been 
taken on the governor’s requesL 
There are now two companies of artil- 
lery and one or more of infantry sta- 
tioned at that poinL 

Washington, June 26. — A party of 
distinguished Mexicans, consisting 
among others of Gen. Luis Terrazas, 
ex-governor of Chihuahua; Mr. En- 
rique C. Creel, the leading capitalist of 
Mexico; Don Luis Terrasas and their 
wives, and Dr. Miguel Marquel have 
been visiting Washington for several 
days. They are on a sight-seeing tour 
of some of the principal cities of the 
country. Friday they left for I’hila- 
delphia. where after a short visit the 
party will go west, Cincinnati being 
the first city at which they will stop. 

Washington, June 26. — The con- 
sideration of the wool schedule was 
completed at 1 o’clock Friday. Mr. 
Vest offered a number of amendments 
but was defeated in each instance, the 
schedule being adopted as suggested 
by the finance committee. The silk 
schedule was at once taken up. 

Washington, June 26. — The senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
Friday considered briefly a report pre- 
pared by Senator Hoar in the case of 
Hon. II. W. Corbett, recommending 
that Mr. Corbett be seated as a senator 
from Oregon. The committee declined 
to act upon the report beyond order- 
ing that it be printed for the use of 
the committee, together with any 
views which might be submitted by 
members opposing Mr. Corbett. The 
result of this proceeding will be to 
postpone further consideration of Mr. 
Corbett’s claims until the next session. 
There was no formal expression of the 
committee to this effect, but there is a 
general understanding that such is 
the case. 

Washington, June 26.— The silk 
schedule precipitated quite a lively de- 
bate, the western and coast senators 
contending that the committee rates 
were “excessive, prohibitory and 
burdensome.” They claimed that the 
rates ran from 70 to 100 per cenL 
Messrs Jones, Vest, Mantle, W’hite, 
Teller and Platt, (Conn.) took part in 
the debate. The latter held that the 
government figures showed the rates 
to average 75 per cenL Efforts to re- 
duce the committee rates were reject- 
ed. 



Sone Intercatlns Facts Rcftardlnv 
the Output of Crescent ilicycles. 

This article is intended to convey a con- 
ception of the enormous amount of raw ma- 
terial consumed during a season in supply- 
ing the demand for one of the most popular 
bicycles made. The Western IVhcel orks, 
Chicago, makers of the Crescent wheel, have 
the largest, and without doubt the most 
complete, bicycle factorj- in the world, and 
can turn out, w’hen running to fullest ca- 
Twcity, 725 finished CYescents in twelve 
hours, or a complete “up to date” bicycle 
per minute. 

They used during 1896 350 miles of tul> 
ing, or enough to nearly reach from Chi- 
cago to St. I’aul if placed in a straight line. 
The spokes were made in their own lac- 
tor>’, and required 780 miles of wire, or 
enough to reach from Chicago to Lincoln, 
Neb.; 50 miles of brass rod was required 
for spoke nipples. If the spokes, spoke nip- 

f )les and tuuing were placed in a straight 
ine they would reach from Chicago to the 
Rocky Mountains at Denver. The cranks, 
if placed end to end, would cover a distance 
of 22 miles. They used 35 miles of steel for 
crank axles, wheel axles and pedal axles, 
and 19 miles of steel for seat posts. If the 
1 ims that Avere used in the manufacture of 
Crescents in ’96 were placed one upon the 
other they would make a pile 19,800 feet 
high, 6,000 feet higher than Pike’s Peak 
and about the height of Mount Elias in 
Alaska, whose summit has never yet been 
rea<^'hed by man. It required 32,0^ square 
feet of sheet steel to make the Crescent 
hollow tooth sprockets, and 21,876 square 
feet for the steel stampings of the head and 
seiit post clamps, or in all enough flat steel 
to <^over an area of II acres. There were 
used lO miles of cork grips, lOg miles of 
finished hubs, and 28 miles of steel wire to 
pin frames together before brazing. The 
finished chains, end to end, would reach 
70 miles, and the different pieces of whi«^«'i 
they are composed would reach 2371 mlies, 
or in all 3071 miles, the distance from Chi- 
cago to Cincinnati. The bearings of 18^ 
CV^ents required 13,997,300 steel balls, 
which, if plac*ed in a straight line, side by 
side, would reach a di.stance of 45J miles. 
To ^ lace the chain and dress guards on the 
ladies’ Crescents manufactured in 1896 re- 
quired 434,1.50 yards of cord, or 246i miles, 
enough to allow a small boy to stand on 
the top of the Auditorium toAver in Chicago 
and fly his kite where the people in Des 
jMoines, Iowa, could see it. To supply 
Crescents sold in 1896 required 1,606,742 
bolts, and 1,488,075 nuts, having an aggre- 
gate weight of 23 tons. The total w’eight 
of the complete bicycles was 2,382.842 
pounds, or 1,191 tons. To crate these bi- 
cycles required 1,235,740 square feet of lum- 
ber made up in pieces; 72,718,668 separate 
and di.stinct pieces entered into the con- 
struction of ’96 Crescents, and if all wer# 
placed in a straight line, end to end, they 
would reach from New York to some dis- 
tance in the Pacific ocean west of San Fran- 
cisco. — Crescent Bulletin, July 1, 1897.

A HAILSTORM, 



The City Ylrtanlly la the Hands of a Ne- 
gro Mob — One White Man Killed. 

Kf.y West, Fla., June 26. — This city 
was virtually in the hands of a Negro 
mob Thursday night and a white citi- 
zen was killed by the mob. At 4 p. m. 
Thursday, Silvanus Johnson, charged 
with assault on a white woman, Mrs 
Margaret Atwell, was conducted to 
the courthouse for a hearing. The 
courtroom was crowded, and CX B. Pen- 
dleton, a well-known citizen, arose 
and asked: 

“Are there enough white men pres- 
enl to hang the Negro?” 

There was a chorus of “Yes,” and 
the crowd closed in on the prisoner. 
The sheriff and his deputies drew thei^ 
revolvers and held the crowd at bay 
while Johnson wag at once hurried 
back to jail. A big mob gathered in 
front of the building, and one qf the 
Negroes cried out to lynch Pendleton, 
and a rush was made for him. Through 
the efforts of himself and his friends, 
Pendleton made his escape in a car- 
riage. 

The Negro mob then gathered again 
about the jail building to prevent the 
lynching of Johnson, and often threats 
were made by them to kill any white 
man that might come to the jail. 
About 11 o’clock Friday night, Wm. 
Gardner, a white man, was sitting in 
front of the courthouse, when several 
of the Negro mob approached him and 
ordered him to move on. He arose to 
obey, and as soon as his back was turn- 
ed there rang out the crack of a num- 
ber of rifles, and Gardner received a 
mortal wound, from which he died two 
hours later. 

The whites are inclined to avenge 
Gardner’s death, and another attempt 
to lynch Johnson is expected to be 
made. A serious conflict between the 
whites and the blacks is feared. 

The militia is in readiness for any 
disturbance, having been ordered out 
by the governor, and the United States 
troops are at the orders of the sheriff.

Kansas City, Mo., June 28.— Seven 
coffins were forwarded to SL Louis 
Sunday from Missouri City. 'J’hey con- 
tained the remains of victims of Sat- 
urday night’s wreck on the IVabash 
road. A correct list of the dead is as 
follows: W. S. Mills, postal clerk; O. 

M. Smith, postal clerk; Gustave A. 
Smith, postal clerk; Charles Winters, 
postal clerk; F. VV. Brink, postal clerk; 
Edward Grindrod, baggageman; Chas. 
P. Greasley, brakeman; all of Su 
Louis. 

The conductor of the train, G. C. 
Copeland, of St. Louis, who was re- 
ported Saturday night among the dead, 
is still alive. He was removed Sun- 
day morning to the railroad hospital at 
Moberly. With a fractured skull and 
several broaenribs he lingers betw’een 
life and death, but the surgeons e.x- 
press a hope that he will recover. 

Of the 19 others injured not one is 
in a critical condition, though many of 
them were thrown three-quarters of 
the length of the coaches in which 
they were riding. Mrs. W. H. Wilkin- 
son, of Kansas City, is the most seri- 
ously hurL Two small bones of her 
left liand are broken and she suffered 
a severb laceration of the thigh as well 
as bruises about the face and neck. 
The wounds of most of the others are 
trivial. 

All indications are that death came 
to at least four of the five unfortunate 
mail clerks almost instantly. Their 
car pitched end first through the 
break in the trestle, and they must 
have been drowned in the raging 
stream wliile in an unconscious condi- 
tion. The remains of the four were 
carried from the wreck and were re- 
covered some distance down the 
stream. 

Sunday but a small stream w'as flow- 
ing beneath the trestle where the 
wreck occurred. In ordinary weather 
it is a dry creek bed. The storm of 
Saturday night, which was almost a 
cloud-burst, had swollen the little 
stream to torrential proportions. The 
flood carried away a wagon .bridge a 
short' distance above the Wabash 
trestle. The wreck of this bridge was 
hurled down upon the railroad trestle 
and carried away a row of wooden 
supports in the center. 

A neighboring farmer noticed the 
perilous condition of the trestle and 
resolved to flag the passenger train, 
which he knew to be' about due. For 
nearly an hour he stood there in the 
terrific down-pour of rain, only to fail 
at last in his good intentions, for 
when the Wabash Co.’s New York fast 
mail came thundering on the storm 
was almost blinding, and the engineer 
evidently could not see the signal 
which the farmer so frantically waved 
across the track. 

The locomotive struck the trestle; a 
moment later the disaster was pre- 
sented in all its horrors. The engine 
passed over, but the tender went 
through with the tumbling bridge. 
The baggage car toppled off on its 
side, while the mail car which follow- 
ed pitched into the stream end first. 
Every life in this car was lost. 
The smoker, next behind, follow- 
ed. It was in this car that 
Conductor Copeland was riding. 
The other occupants escaped 
serious injury. The chair car next be- 
hind also plunged in upon the mass of 
wreckage end first and all its passen- 
gers were thrown to the forward end 
in an indescribable heap. How they 
escape with no more serious injury is 
a mystery. The front end of the sleep- 
er next in the rear jammed into the 
protruding end of the chair car, and 
was thus prevented from following the 
others into the chasm. The two excel- 



Topkka, Kas., June 25. — The worst 
hail storm known in the history of 
Kansas struck this city shortly after 
6 o’clock Thursday night. Hailstones 
•weighing 12 to 16 ounces stripped the 
trees of their foliage, smashed widdow 
panes on every hand, including finest 
plate glass store fronts, cut down tel- 
egraph and telephones and riddled 
awning and inflicted unprecedented 
damage throughout the city. Dogs 
were struck in the street and instantlj^ 
killed. Horses were knocked to their 
knees to rise ag%in and dash away in 
mad fright. Runaways occurred 
throughout the city. When the fury 
of the storm had passed, dead birds 
were found everywhere. A heavy 
wind and terrific lightning accompa- 
nied the storm. 

Topeka Thursday night looked like a 
city that has withstood a siege of war 
gun& There are not a dozen build- 
ings in the town that are not almost 
■windowless, and many roofs were 
caved in. The roofs of eight street 
cars also were pierced- The damage 
wrought can better be imag- 
ined when it is known that the 
hailstones ranged in size from 
that of a hen’s egg to an ostrich egg, 
and that 30 minutes after the storm 
one hailstone was picked up which 
measured 14 inches in circumference. 
Surgeons are busy dressing the wounds 
of persons injured in the storm, and 
reports of injuries continue to be re- 
ceived. Many were hurt in runaways 
on the streets. 

The following are among the most 
seriously hurt: Frank Brainard, hack- 
man, skull fractured; J. D Henderson, 
liveryman, skull fractured; Boy White, 
leg broken in a runaway; Mrs. Mary 
Hughes, arm broken in a runaway; 
D. Klee, bad scalp wound; Miss Anna 
Fenton, head cut; Geo. Hill, boy, ‘skull 
fractured; Chas. Johnson, struck on 
head and rendered unconscious; 
Policeman Kidney, fingers broken in 
protecting head with hands; Miss 
Cornie, badly wounded on head; in 
hospital. Hackman Frank Brainard is 
still unconscious and will probably 
die. 

The damage can not be estimated, 
but it will amount to thousands. Win- 
dow glass is already at a premium 
here, and Thursday night three car- 
loads were ordered from Kansas City. 

Street car traffic is stopped and elec- 
tric lights are out, owing to demoral- 
ization of the electric system. 

THE QUEEN 

Receives the Lords of the Admiralty and 
the Admirals of Foreign Vessel 4. 

Windsor, June 25. — The lords of the 
admiralty and all the admirals of the 
foreign vessels who are taking part in 
the naval review off Spithead- on Sat- 
urday next, including Rear Admiral 
Miller, U. S. N., were received by 
Queen Victoria at Windsor castle 
Thursday.^ Each of the admirals 
was accompanied by two aides-de- 
camp, those of the American admirals 
being Commander William U. Emory, 
chief of Adm. Millers staff; Lieut. J. 
Calwell and Lieuts. Rogers and An- 
drews. The admirals were met at the 
railroad station by royal carriages and 
were taken to the castle throuErb a 
shower of rain. At the depot and at 
the castle, for this occasion, detach- 
ments of bine jackets formed the 
guard of honor. The British first 
lord of the admiralty, Rt. Hon. 
George J. Goschen, was in full 
uniform and the admirals were ablaze 
with decorations and resplendent 
in full dress. At the castle they were 
entertained at luncheon in the Water- 
loo room and were afterward received 
by the queen. The queen received the 
admirals sitting and spoke very cordi- 
ally to Adm. stiller, who then pre- 
sented the members of his staff to her 
majesty. 

The naval officers were afterward 
shown through the castle. 

On behalf of her majesty the prince 
and princess of Wales gave a recep- 
tion Thursday evening at Buckings 
ham palace. The occasion was one of 
unprecedented brilliancy, the guest.s 
numbering over 1,003, and including 
all the special jubilee visitors, and the 
admirals, captains and officers from 
Spithead. An enormous crowd watched 
the arrivals at the palace, while the 
streets converging there were filled 
with carriages. 

Intente Bent In Kansas. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 25.— The 
most intense heat that has prevailed 
in central Kansas for several years 
has been experienced for the past four 
days, the thermometer averaging 100 
and finally reaching 104 degrees. Many 
prostrations among farmers are re- 
ported, and at some points farmers 
nave been compelled to abandon their 
harvest work. In the vicinity of 
Lamed it was hot enough to curl the 
leaves of vegetation. 

Utah Central Railway Sold. 

•Salt Lake, Utah, June 25.— The Rio 
Grande Western railway has pur- 
chased the Utah Central railroad. The 
price is near 5325,000. The Utah Cen- 
tral is a narrow gauge road, running 
from Salt Lake to Park City, the fa- 
mous silver camp, and was recently 
sold under foreclosure proceedings to 
New York parties, who now sell it to 
the Rio Grande Western road.

At Crystal Springs. Miss.. Disposes of a 
Negro Murderer — Taken From Jail and 
Hanged Before the State Troops Ar- 
rived. 

Jackson, Miss., June 26 — The Crys- 
tal Springs mob which assembled to 
hang William Mosley, colored, for the 
murder of John H. Strong, white, got 
its man at 9:45 Friday morning and 
lynched him. Acting Gov. Jones was 
found at 8 o’clock Friday and 
wired Adj. Gen. Henry to send troops. 
The Capital light guards of Jackson, 
were at the depot preparing to go by 
special train when, at 9:50, came a tel- 
egram that the Negro was dead. The 
troops disbanded. 

The crime for which the Negro was 
lynched was most cowardly. He asked 
permission to ride with Mr. Strong, 
who had been to Crystal Springs and 
sold S8..55 worth of tomatoes. He crawl- 
ed into the wagon, brained the old man 
with a stick, robbed the body, took to 
the woods and let the team go home 
with the corpse. 

After three da 3 's’ icirch the murder- 
er wzus captured. 

The mob was small, and, had the 
troops been ordered Thursday night, 
it could have been thwarted easily. 
But neither the governor nor lieuten- 
ant governor could be reached Thurs- 
day night.

“A g-eneral court-martial of unusual 
imjKjrtance is to l>e held at the bar- 
racks, the session to commence at ten 
a. m. on the 2d of January, for the trial 
of Brevet Capt. J. P. Close, of the 
— teenth infantrt*, on charges serious- 
ly reflecting upon his character as an 
oflieer and a gentleman. The detail for 
the court comprises ofticers of several 
other regiments, as it is conceded that 
there is a widespread prejudice against 
the accused among his comrades in the 
— teenth. Even the light battery has 

been drawn upon in this instance, an 
unusual circumstance, as officers of that 
arm generally claim exemption from 
such service in view' of the peculiar and 
engrossing nature of their battery du- 
ties. Brevet Brig. Gen. Pike, of the — th 
cavalry,' is detailed as president, and 
First Lieut. S. K. Waring, of the — th 
artillery, as judge advocate of the court. 
The latter officer will be remembered 
as the hero of a remarkable adven- 
ture in connection with the recent 
cause celebre, the Lascelles affair.” 

“Well, may I be kissed to death!” ex- 
claimed Capt. Lively, of the Foot, as he 
burst into the messroom that evening.

Close to be tried by court-martial — ^with

CREATURES KEPT IN DARKNESS. 

Scienttfle Efforts Made to Make Tlietr 
Eyes Gradually Disappear. 

A subterranean laborator3', which is 
to serve a purpose of the greatest 
scientific interest and importance, was 
inaugurated recently at the Jardin des 
Plantes. Certain anima^ are to be 
placed there and deprivea of all light, 
with the object of notintr the slow 
transformation which it is expected 
thc3' will undergo under their changed 
conditions of life. 

The underground passages which are 
being emplo3'cd for this strange pur- 
pose were discovered only last 3’ear and 
date from Boman times. The idea of 
using them as a laboratory is due to 
Armand Vire, who has made numerous 
researches on the subject of cave-dwell- 
ing animals, notably in the Jura dis- 
trict. 

The curator of the museum and about 
50 guests were present at the inaugu- 
ration of the laboratory. Access is 
gained to the catacombs by a number 
of stone steps w'hich lead about 12 
meters down until the principal room 
of the laboratory is reached, a curious, 
round chamber, the roof of which is 
supported in the center by an enormous 
column of stone. On all sides are stone 
tables on which are huge bottles and 
reservoirs, continually supplied -with 
fresh w'ater, in which are dozens of tri- 
tons, salamanders and fish of all kinds. 
Galler3' after gallery is •fitted up in a 
simple manner with stone tables and 
every moment something of interest 
catches the eye in the dim light from 
the candles. In curiousl3’^ constructed 
cages are rats, pigs and other animals 
which are being put to the test of ob- 
scurit3'. Alread3' the3* have apparentl3’ 
become accustomed to their new life. 

The light from the candles frightens 
them and the3* scurr3* awa\* for protec- 
tion to the darkest corner of their pris- 
on. The visit which w’as paid to the 
catacombs of the Jardin des Plantes 
will be the last for man3'' a da\’. Only 
ver3' occasionally will an ofticial de- 
scend into these underground passages 
with a red lamp to take food for the ani- 
mals, and more rarely still will Armand 
Tire and his colleagues visit the labora- 
tori'. 'In the case of cave-dwelling ani- 
mals ver\' often the C3*e, having become 
useless, has totally disappeared, while 
antennae, or feelers, have developed. 
Unfortunatel3', scientific men have onU* 
been able up to the present to observe 
these extreme types — the normally con- 
stituted animal, the cave dweller. Xo 
intermediar3* type is known. The es- 
tablishment of the subterranean lab- 
oratory of the .Tardin des Plantes will, 
it is hoped, permit of the “creation”- of 
these intermediary types, the minute 
stud3’’ of the phenomena of transforma- 
tion, the atroph3’ of certain senses and 
the h3'pertrophy of others. — X. Y. Her- 
ald.

Xever an or- 
namental, never a social, and often an 
embarrassing feature of garrison life, 
ihe first lieutenant of Company G had 
been laboring under the further disad- 
vantage of a six months’ absence from 
the post of the regimental colors. There 
were many to speak against and none 
I0 speak for him. His singular habits 
and characteristics, the rumors in cir- 
culation with regard to his “saving” 
propensities when on bureau duty, and 
Ihe queer “yarns” in circulation as t-o 
his disposition of the property of the 
officers w*ho had died on h-is hands dur- 
ing the fever epidemic, had all received 
additional impetus from the publica- 
tion in northern papers of the Parmelee 
side of the Tugaloo stories, and Close’s 
name was on the regimental market 
at low quotation, even before the an- 
nouncement of his arrest. But this 
was not all. For months the regiment- 
al commander had been the recipient of 
frequent letters from tw*o despairing 
widows, relicts of the late Capt. Stone 
and Lieut. Tighe, w*hich letters claimed 
that their husbands had died possessed 
of certain items of personal propert3' 
— watches, jew'elry, money, martial 
equipments, etc. — of which Capt. Close 
had assumed charge and for onl3’^ a very 
small portion of which had he ever ren- 
dered account. They, with other la- 
dies of the regiment, had been sent 
north w*hein it became apparent that an 
epidemic was probable; they had never 
met Capt. Close, but w*ere confident, 
from the unsatisfactory nature of his 
replies, and from all they could learn 
abQUt him from the letters they re- 
ceived from the regiment, that he was 
robbing the widow and the orphan, 
and they appealed to the colonel for re- 
dress. 

Xow, old Braxton knew almost as lit- 
tle of Close as did they. He asked his 
adjutant and one or two captains w'hat 
they thought; he had a letter w*ritten to 
Close telling him of these allegation.? 
and calling for his version of the mat- 
ter. It did not cojue, and another let- 
ter — a “chaser” — was sent, demanding 
immediate reply, and nearly a week 
elapsed before reply* came.

Close, was comiielled to sa3*^ 
he did not believe the ladies knew* what 
their husbands did or did not have. 
He was read3* to make oath as to the 
truth of his storv, and Hospital Stew- 
ard Griffin and Dr. Meigs could also 
testif3* that the deceased officers had 
ltardl3* any effects to speak of — could 
they only be found. But thereby hung 
:• tale of further trouble. Meigs him- 
self had died of the fever, and Griffin, 
after a fitful career, had been found 
guilt3’’ of all manner of theft and dis- 
iionestA* as to hosjiital stores in hi.s 
charge, and was himself languishing, 
in dishonorable discharge, a prisoner at 
Ship island. Here Close thought to end 
it ail, but the widows — sisters they* 
were, yvho yvere born in the laundress’ 
<iuarters of old Fort Fillmore and had 
followeil the drum all over Texas and 
Xew Mexico before the yvar — had 
wedded strapping sergeants and seen 
their spouses raised to the shoulder- 
straps in the depleted state of the reg-

A People AVbo Value a Wife at a 
Handfal of Tobacco. 

The English explorer, Harry da 
IVindt, reeentl3* returned to Ixmduit 
from the Siberian shoy^s of Behring 
strait. In a short time he will leave 
England for a lecturing tour in the 
United States. He w*as bru tally treat- 
ed by the Tehuktchls at Oumwaidjik. 
In consequence of this the L'nited 
States will, it is said, send a ves.sel to 
Oumwaidjik to punish the chief. The 
Tehuktehis are nominally Russian sub- 
jects; but the only vessels ever in the 
neighborhood are American whalers 
and the United States revenue cutter. 
Mr. De Windt had an enforced sojourn 
of tw*o months among the natives. 

He sa.ys the3* are physically a far 
finer race than the Alaskan Eskimo 
races, and their women are better look- 
ing. but the Tehuktehis are yvholly de- 
void of morality, and will barter a wife 
for a handful of tobacco. Infidelity is no 
crime among them. The3* number alto- 
gether about 5,000, and along Behring 
strait are seven settlements of perhaps^ 
300 each. The others are scattered along 
the seaboard of the Arctic ocean, 
stretching awa3* to the settlement of 
Xijni Kol3*msk. 

The most w*eird Tchuktehl ceremony 
is the “Kamitsk.” This is sknpl3* tlio 
putting to death, with their free con- 
sent, of aged or useless members of 
the community. When a Tehukt<*hi’s 
poyvers have decreased to an apprecia- 
ble extent, a family council i.s held and 
a da3* fixed for the victim’s departure 
for another world. Perhaps the most 
curiourf feature is the Indifference 
shown b3* the doomed man, who take.s 
a lively interest in the proceedings, and 
often assists in the preparations for 
his own death. The execution is pre- 
ceded by a feast, where seal and w'al- 
riis meat are greedily devoured and vil- 
lainous w’hiwky is consumed. — X. Y. 
Journal. 



EELS AND HORSESHOE CRABS 



llarvent for Eishrmian Prorided by 
iTTefiire to Eat AVlthoot I>abor. 

, Horseshoe crabs come up on sandy 
beaches at half tide, and bur3* or j>ar- 
tiall3* bur3* themselves in the sand, mak- 
ing holes or nests in yvhich they de- 
Iiosit their eggs. Usuall3' the crab goes 
out with the same tides, and mingles 
with the eggs in the nest and the tide 
wa.shes it smooth across the top. In a 
beach half a mile long and 15 or 20 feet 
yvide there might be thousands of nests 
of horseshoe crab eggs, no more visible 
to the e3*e, however, than if they were 
not there at all. If thc3* are not dis- 
turbed the eggs hatch out and later the 
water along the edge syvarms with tiny 
horseshoe crabs. 

Eels are very fond of the eggs of 
horseshoe crabs, and the3” appear to 
know* when and yvhere the crabs deposit 
them. In the spawning season eels 
come in upon the. beaches in gi*eat num- 
bers yvith the tides, and when the water 
is deep enough to support them they 
stand on their heads and bore down into 
the. sand in quest of the horseshoe crab 
eggs. Though there are man3* nests, 
a nest covering a space, perhajis, as big 
as the crown of a cap, the eel ma3* not 
strike one the first time. Then it bores 
again. Finding a nest, it gets a mouth- 
ful of eggs aiyd backs out of the hole 
and eats them. Then it puts its hea<l 
down through the hole it has bored into 
the nest for another mouthful. 

MTiile the eel is thus seen to be fa- 
miliar with the habits of the horseshoe 
ertib, the fisherman is equally* familiar 
yvith the habits of the eel. When the 
eels congregate to feed on horseshoe 
crab eggs, the fisherman fishes among 
them with a bob from above, and many 
a foolish eel has tlionght to provide it- 
self with food without the trouble of 
yvorking for it by biting at the tempting 
bob. Sometimes a fisherman catches a 
yvashtnb full of eels at a single tide. — X. 
Y. Sun.

Editors, of all nven, knoyy* that yveak- 
ness of that kind may’ consist yvith 
much learning and an« excellent Eng- 
lish it3*le. Some of their favorite con- 
tributors — school-teachers, professors 
and even college presidents — are giyvn 
to expressing their most original 
thoughts in equalh* -original ortliog- 
raph3*. In part this may be due to 
hasty' writing, but w hen the same yvoi*d 
is misspelled in the same ingenious 
yva3’ througiiout an entire manuscript 
some less charitable explanation is 
forced upon the reader. 

In old times, as is well known, the 
most scholarl3' men spelled very much 
as thc3* pleased. Dr. Samuel Johnson 
yvas perhaps the first — ccrtainl3* he was 
amongthe first — to“i-etorthograph3’ on 
a sure footing,” and it is the more sur- 
pri.sing, therefore, to find him one of 
the worst offenders. 

Dr. Hill, in his edition of Dr. John- 
son’s letters, remarls upon this singu- 
lar fact, and cites a long list of exam- 
ples, worthy* of a very* dull schoolboy*:

farm of Capt Will Burris, on Cane 
Ridge, in Bourbon county. The grave 
Uas never been marked save with a 
piece of limestone rock, and time has 
obliterated any inscriptions which may 
have been placed by friends in remem- 
brance on the stone. The body of Ed- 
ward Boone was consigned to a grave 
made by his companions under a 
buckeye tree on the banks of Boone’s 
creek, which sometimes covers the 
grave after heavy rains in the spring. 
After interring Boone his friends placed 
a limestone rock at the head of the 
grave, and then carveti on the buckeye 
tree the single word, “Boone,” which is 
yet disceruable to a visitor to the grave. 

It is related that Edward Boone was 
shot and killed by Indians while he was 
seated in this tree watching for buffaloes 
to come to a spring which bubbled from 
the ground just a few feet distant from 
the buckeye tree. The trace made bv 
droves of buffaloes is to this day clearly 
defined near this neglected grave, and 
with little difficulty may he followed 
for several miles. It is evidently a por- 
tion of the trace which extends from 
Clark county through Bourbon to 
Stamping Ground, in Scott county, so 
called from the fact that the latter sec- 
tion was the stamping ground for buf- 
faloes. 

Near the Boone grave is also quite an 
extensive cave, which was doubtless fre- 
quented by the Boones and their com- 
panions when they hunted bear and deer 
in the famous canebrakes on Cane Ridge, 
or camped while traveling from the fort 
at Boonesboro to Blue Lick Springs, It 
is indeed fitting that Bourbon connty, 
being the scene of so many incidents in 
the lives of the Boones, should be the last 
resting place of so noted a pioneer, but it 
is alas, a lack of respect that the grave 
should be permitted to remain over- 
grown, forgotten and neglected. It is 
suggested that the grave be appropriate- 
ly marked by order of the Governor, or 
that the remains be removed to the cem- 
etery at Frankfort, and placed by the 
side of Daniel Boone. — [Walter Champ 
in Courier Journal.

PINEAPPLE PIE 



Recipe for 'PoothsoiMe anti Inexpen- 
sive 

The present is the season when the 
inexpensive strawberry, or birdseye, 
pineapple is in the market. It is not 
the jiroper variety for dessert or for 
])reserving, but it makes a fair break- 
fast salad and a good pie or pudding be- 
cause of its subacid fiavor. One small 
“pine,” which should uot i*ost over fix'e 
cents, is sutVicient for a pie. 

To make it, select ripe fruit and dig 
out rather deep eye.s that give it the 
name of birdscye. Cut the pulp in small 
slivers and mix half a cupful of sugar 
AA'ith it. Some housekeepers prefer to 
tear the pineapple in shreds with a sil- 
ver fork, and it is always a mistake to 
cut any' kind of a pineapple with any- 
thing but silver. 

But the pulp and sugar in a jiorce- 
lain-lined kettle and stir for one minute. 
Line a ten-inch tin pie plate with plain 
pa.stry, fill it with the prepan^fl pineap- 
ple, and cover it with puff paste. Brush 
it oA'er Avith the xvhite of ar. egg. and 
bake from .>0 to 60 minutes in a rather 
quick oven. Use a pie plate at least an 
inch dee]). x\ ith stniight sides, rather 
than the shulloxv pie plates with sloping 
sides, Avhich seem designetl tc* alloxx-the 
contents of the pie to es<*ape on the oven 
bottom. 

Dredge the pie xx'ith sugar when it is 
baked, and set it Ixick into the oven un- 
til the sugar melts and forms a glaze 
over the <*rust. 

Another way to make thi> pie is to 
stew the pineapple for abou*: ten min- 
utes. Avhen it will I>e tender. Bake the 
under crust, filling it with rice orap]>le 
sauce, until it is done. After thi.s, scrape 
out the contents and put in the c'ooked 
pineapple, covering it xvith a meringue 
made of the xvhites of txvo eggs, three 
heaping tables|>ooufuls of sugar, and 
the juice of half a lemon. Bake the pie 
until the meringue is done. ItAvilltake 
about 1.5 minutes in a sIoav oven, at the 
end of Avhich time the meriugne should 
be delicately broxvned. — Chicago Trib- 
une.

operators for the machines. In this 
manner a very slight outlay of public 
funds accomplishes a large amount of 
instructive work. The work will be- 
gin at the New Jersey agricultural col- 
lege, at New Brunswick, where a fund 
of about $3,000 will be provided by the 
local authorities, and at Geneva, N. Y., 
where contributions have been made 
by the city, the experiment station and 
private individuals amounting to about 
$7,000. 

“In sections where stone is very 
scarce,” said Secretary Wilson, “as in 
central Illinois, experiments are be- 
ing made for the construction of brick 
roads. At Monmouth a road has been 
made of a single course of vitrified 
brick set on edge, laid on sand, seven 
feet wijie between curbs of oak plank 
and borders of broken stone to a dis- 
tance of two feet on each side. This 
road lias not been in use long enough 
to be fully tested, but has given a very 
favorable impression at the outset. It 
has been recommended that an experi- 
ment be made with brick trackways 
for wheels and gravel between for the 
tread of horses, and it is quite pos- 
sible that steel trackways may be prof- 
j itably sut>stituted for brick. 

“Gravel roads cost less than macadam 
and vary from $1,000 to $2,000 per 
mile. The seven-foot brick road at 
Monmouth, III., cost 90 cents per run- 
ning foot, or $4,750 per mile. The eight- 
foot brick roads at Cleveland range 
from $8,000 to $13,000 per mile, but this 
included heavy grading. Material for 
steel roads of the heaviest class of pres- 
ent design cost, in small quantity, about 
$3,500 per mile. The amount of ma- 
terial, however, is less than 100 tons per 
mile, and if the present prices of steel 
should be maintained material for long 
lines of road could be furnished for 
about $2,000 per mile. The lighter class 
of steel rails for ordinary country roads 
need not exceed 50 tons per mile, and 
need not cost much over $1,000 per mile. 
The cost of grading and track-laying 
will be additional, but that need not be 
heavy’ on the western prairies, for the 
i*ails are all prepared to be bolted to- 
gether.”

The importance of good roads is rec- 
ognized b3' all, and so is the expense 
iiec’cssary to produce them considered 
of equal significance. Upon the sub- 
ject William E. Curtis, in the Chicago 
Ivecord, sa3's: Secretary Wilson has 

given directions to Gen. Roy Stone, 
chief of the bureau of good roads at 
the department of agriculture, to con- 
etruct a sample steel roadway at the 
most convenient location he can find 
at the Nashville exposition, where it 
may be seen and studied b3’ the visit- 
ors who will attend during the sum- 
mer. Secretary Wilson thinks the 
steel trackway for wagons is the easi- 
est solution of the good-roads prob- 
lem, parlicularl3’ in the west, where 
stone and gravel are scarce and the 
soil is deep and stickj’. 

“No road material promises so much 
hope to the western farmers as the flat 
bars of steel at the present cost of 
manufacture,” said the secretar3’, 
“and I propose to have sample roads 
built, not onl3’ at the Nashville ex- 
position, but at different points 
throughout the country, where they 
w’ill afford practical object lessons to 
count3’ commissioners and other of- 
ficials having the highwa3’s under 
their charge. The steel manufacturers 
are taking hold of the matter with

much interest, and are making experi- 
ments on their oAvn account, Avhich 
have alreadv’ brought out valuable 
suggestions as to the details of con- 
struction. The Cambria Iron company 
of JohnstOAvn, Pa., has joined heartily’ 
in the work of the department, and is 
cooperating rri the development of 
our plans. The result has been that 
very promising designs and methods 
of construction have been evolved, 
suflicient, at least, for experimental 
construction, and the Cambria com- 
pany’ Avill soon be prepared to furnish 
the trackAvay’ for experiments or for 
larger use. 

“The advantage of the steel roads 
in the reduction of the pull required 
to move a load from an average of 
40 pounds per ton on macadam road 
to eight pounds on the steel track is 
sufficient to overcome many objec- 
tions,” continued the secretary; “but, 
in fact, the objections to steel roads 
have mainly disappeared under the 
present investigations. The obstacle 
of original expense is overcome by’ 
the reduced price of material, and the 
anticipated high cost of maintenance 
avoided by' doing aAAay entirely with 
wood in the construction. 

“The danger of horses slippingon the 
rail in going up and down hill is met 
by indenting the rails used on grades 
sufficiently’ to catch the calks of the 
shoc.s Avithout roughing the tread for 
wheels. 

“The difficulty of 1 o.av joints is met 
by making the joint stronger than any' 
ether part of the track, and the dan- 
ger of forming a rut alongside the 
rail is oA’.ercbme by malting every’ rail 
joint serve as a ‘remount’ for Avheels. 
The form of rail proposed is an in- 
verted trougb witli a slightly-raised 
bead on .the inside. The rail is im- 
bedded in graA’el laid in a trench 
which is vA’«ell drained. A little gravel 
is .‘Spread betAA-een the rails .for the 
horse path. The rails are tied to- 
gether at the ends and in the middle. 
The present design is for an eight- 
inch tread, seven-sixteenths of an 
inch thick. 

“In addition to the steel road, an- 
other recent departure is in the di- 
rection of building object roads at 
agricultural colleges and exj>eriment 
stations,” continued the secretary 
“ill accordance with the provision 
made by congress for aiding those in- 
stitutions in disseminating informa- 
tion on the subject of road building. 
Cooperation has now been established 
by the director of roads under which 
the manufacturers of road machinery 
furnish the necessary plant free of 
eharge, the county or city authorities 
provide the material, and the labor 
of men and teams, and the government 
furnishes an engineer to oversee the 
work and instruct students and vis-
